SPOILS SPECULATIONS. 


The Senate Will Olosely Scrutinize 
Recent Appointments, Especially 
Rebel Diplomats. 


A Great Clamor Again After Col. Tut- 
hill’s Place, and Also the Spring- 
field Post-Office, 


Commissioner Eaton Disgusted — Acton 
Place to Be Filled Today or To- 
morrow, 


Wasnmorox, D. C., Jan. 4.—|Special.]—~The 
Senate, on reassemb!ing, will probably plunge 
at Once into executive sessions to consider the 
reports on Presidential nominations. Hundreds 
of appointments will be promptly confirmed, 
but it is not believed that any of the cases in 
which the nominees are notoriously unfit, or in 
which the President has filagrantiy violated his 
owa pretensions to civil-service reform, wil! 
pass unchallenged. The signs are plainly that 
the Republican Senators are not so far apart 
on this subject as they were a few 
weeks ago. Some strong speecbes 
bave been prepared, which are expected 
to leak through the executive sessions. 
They relate to the appointment of offensive 
partisans and the bypocrisy of the Administra- 
tion's civil-service policy. Senator Cullom said 
tonigbt that the general opinion of the Sena- 
tors with whom be had talked seemed to be in 
favor of closely scrutinizing every name 
brought before them in cases where charges 
bad been made. If un was found that the 
former incumbent had been removed as an 
“offensive partisan” having performed his 
duties faithfully and to the satisfaction of the 
general public, the probability was that bis 
successor would not be confirmed, especially 
when the same grounds of complaint might be 
urged against the new appointment as an 
“offensive partisan” that bad been used in 
procuring the removal of the former office- 
holder. 

As far as I myself am concerned.“ contin- 
ued the Senator. I would raise a square issue 
against the confirmation of any one to succeed 
a faithful and efficient man. Many of those 
who have been turned out of office were brave 
soldiers wno fought for the preservation of the 
Union, and the men appointed to succeed them 
are those who were fighting on the 
other side. In all such cases 
I would make a clean sweep 
and refuse to confirm @ singie man. But if it 
is thought advisable by the Republican party 
to take a middle course and make a stand only 
against the most giaring cases, why I shall go 
with the party. It's no use for one man to try 
to stanc alone.“ 

The President, be continued, bad made a 
great many appointments on the recommenda- 
tion of his Cabinet officers. If he bad failed to 
carry out his civil-service policy the fault was 
to be laid as much to his surrounding himself 
with “ offensive partisans for his advisers as 
to anything else. 

Among the Cabinet officers Secretary Bayard 
was especially noted for having appointed a 
large number of ex-Coaſederates to positions 
as representatives abroad of the very Nation 
they had done their best to destroy. The Sen- 
ator thought that seven out of ten of those 
appointed by the Secretary of State were ot 
this class: He thought it probable that the 
same ratio mightextend to the appointments 
of the other members of the Cabinet. Senator 
Cullom felt that this was not a very satis- 
factory showing for an Administration claim- 
ing to be the advance guard of civil-service 


reform. 
’ COL. TUTHILL’S PLACE. 


The news that District-Attorney Tuthbill will 
probably resign within a few weeks bas caused 
a qualm of uneasiness in the Department of 
Justice, because of the pressure that is again 
being exerted in behalf of the different candi- 
dates. The Attorney-Generai bad a bard time 
of it with the former delegations when it was 
expected the present incumbent would be re- 
moved. With the certainty that the Admin- 
istration’s breach of faith in the case of Maj. 


Connolly of the Soutbern District will lead to 


unpleasant consequences as soon as the matter 
gets before the Senate, Col. Tuthill, it is 
thought, will be ailowed to take his time in 
sending in his resignation if it comes along 
within the next two months. 

Inquiry was made at the Attorney-General’s 
office today as to who were atill candidates for 
the place. It was found that the following 
Chicago people had their applications yet on 
file: A. C. Story, M. R. M. Wal ae, Frank 
Baker, William H. Congon, W. J. Hynes, 
George H. Kettelle.

A person may have been examined 
six months ago, and another person who 
ranks higher may have been on the list only a 
week, and the latter gets the appointment. It 
is simply a favor to any person to know that 
when he has been on the list for six months 
bis name is dropped. The matter can then be 
off his mind and be can go at something else.“ 

Do you think the rule will be changed re- 
quiring that the four who rank highest shall 
be certified to the appointing power?” 

“I do not. I see no reason why it should. I 
know the attempt has been made to change it 
and will be made again, but it will not succeed, 
in my opinion.

I—It the 
opening day of the Sixty-seventh General As- 
sembly is any criterion of what is to follow 
during the session the present Legislature will 
furnish some of the most interesting political 
bistory that has ever been made in this State, 
noted for its stalwart politics, The summary 
action taken by the House in the Hamilton 
County cases is the outcome of a caucus de- 
cree given out this morning, and is the result 
of an interview held by the Republican members 
of the House with Congressman Littie, the 
Hon. J. Warren Keifer, ex-Gov. Noyes, Warren 
M. Bateman, and other prominent politicians. 
It means that the Dalton members will not 
even be allowed to warm their seats in the 
House, much less remain until along contest 
shall decide that they were never elected to 
the places for whieh they bold certificates. 
The opinion of the Democratic Supreme Court 
that each House is the absolute judge of its 
own membership will be carried out to the 
letter. 

Immediately after the organization of the 
House this morning, and when the Republican 
caucus nominees had been declared e'ected, 
the work of swearing in the members began 
and the sensation of the day materialized. All 
went smoothiy until the Hamilton County 
members were called, when Mr. Hilles de- 
manded that the certificates be read. This was 
dore, when Mr. Washburn sent the followmg 
protest to the Clerk’s desk to be read: 


1 protest against the oath being administered to 
the holders of certificates from Hamilton County 
for the following reasons: Abstract No. 8, in the 
office of the Secretary of State, shows that the can- 
vase Of votes in Hamilton County was sot com- 
pleted until December, 1885, while these certifi- 
cates bear date of Oct. 22, 1885. 


The Chair refused to entertain the protest, 
for which he was applauded by the Democrats. 
The Republicans continued the efforts to pre- 
vent the swearing in of the Democratic Repre- 
sentatives from Cincinnati, and to this end Mr. 
Oowgili offered the rollowing resolution: 


Resolved, That the certificates of election pre- 
sented by the claimants from Hamilton County be 
referred to the Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions of the House of Representatives, when ap- 
pointed, and that they be not permitted to take the 
oath of office until said committee has reported 
upon the returns of the election for Representa- 
tives, October, 1885, in Hamilton County, and its’ 
report has been acted upon by the House of Rep- 
resentati 


Secretary of State Robinson, who was in the 
cbair, declared the resolution out of order, a 
decision which the Democrats wildiy cheered, 
but in a moment the Chair said that his duties 
under the Constitution were merely ministerial 
and his decision was only in thé uns of action 
laid down by Art. 7 of the Constitution. 

The Hamilton County Democratic members 
then came forward and took the oath of office 
amid cheering from their side of the house.

WHEREAS, The Supreme Court of Ohio, in a re- 
view of said cause, recognized the perpetration 
and existence of the said frauds and forgeries in 
ald returns, but held that the said Clerk and the 
Board of Canvassers of said county could not take 
cognizance thereof, the powertoso do residing 
only in this House; and 

WHEREAS, Certain persons—namely: William 
Bohnert, Calvin H. Crane, Frank A. Greven, 
Charles A. Howe, Fred A. Johnson, James Malo- 
ney, Edwin H. Murphy, Stephen P. Sands, and 
Charles A. Zimmermao—are now claiming seats in 
this House by reason of and upon the said returns 
so found by the said court to be contaminated 
with fraud and forgery; therefore, 

Resolved, That the said returns be referred to the 
standing Committee on Privileges and Elections, 
and the said committee is hereby directed to pro- 
ceed immediately to the eXamination and investi- 
gation of the said returns, and to report thereon 
to this House at the eariiest hour practicable by 
such resolution as may be deemed right and nec- 
essary, or otherwise. And said committee is au- 
thorized and fully empowered to send for persons 
and papers in the examination and investigation of 
the matters hereby referred to it. 


The resolution was adopted, the Democrats 
endeavoring to filibuster and secure its de- 
feat. It tne Committee on Privileges and 
Elections reports in accordance with the facts 
as generally understood the Democrats from 
Hamilton will have an opportunity to bring be- 
fore the House contests of the election of the 
Republican Representatives, as the Brown 
resoluuon does not provide for the Repub- 
litans contesting the seats of the Demo- 
crats, bat for an examination of the 
returns to learn whether the Repubiicans are 
not entitled to their seats now, without waiting 
for any contest, on the face of the returns.

A CROSSING WAR. | 


An Abortive Attempt of One Mich- 
igan Railroad to Pass Under 
Another's Track. 


Hundreds of Armed Men Face Each 
Other, but No Blogd Shed as 
5 Let. 


The Mayor of Hammond, Ind., Stops a Mail 
Train apd Gets Himself into 
Trouble. 


Howetr, Mich., Jan. 4.--One hundred and 
fifty rauroad laborers in the employ of the To- 
ledo, Ann Arbor & Northern Michigan Road 
were taken yesterday to the boint where that 
road proposes to cross the track of the Detroit, 
Laus & Northérh Railroad. The laborers. 
began digging under the Lansing Road. A 
tunnel or cut was soon made, the tracks of the 
Lansing Road were braced up, and the rails of 
the Tolede Road were laid some little distance 
each side of the crossing. An armed force of 
several hundred mer protected the workers. 
The work was finisbed about daylight this 
morning, and the men then left the place. 

A few bours later the Lansing people sent a 
force of 500 men to destroy the crossing. They 
began by filling up the eut made under their 
road, and as they were armed it seemed likely 
they would soon undo the work which the 
Totedo people had atcompiished during the 
night. This latter force bad just fairly begun 
to fill the cut when 150 men of the Toledo Road 
arrived upon the scene. The Toledo men were 
uparmed, however, and were powerless to 
stop the work of the opposing foree, but they 
looked at the Situation philosophically and ap- 
peared to be awaiting developments. They 
came before long in the shape of reinforce- 
ments, whereupon the Toledo men drove the 
Latsing men from the field. They took pos- 
session of the bridge and cut made last night, 
cut the telegraph-wires, and tore up the track 
of the Lansing Rod for haif a mile each side of 
the “ crossing. Tue traffic of the Lansing 
Road between Genoa and Fowier- 
vile is how suspended. What the next 
step will be is a matter of doubt. 80 far as 
can be learned at the present time there was 
no loss of life. The Toledo men formed in line 
and charged the Lanemg force, The latter re- 
treated, and the matter ended with the Toledo 
men masters of the situation. It is feared that 
more serious trouble will follow. Both sides 
are now armed, and it is quite likely both roads 
will pay the laborers such high wages that they 
Will do about as their respective employers 
wish. The absence of any reports of loss of 
life is attributed to the fact that both forces 
were composed ot railway laborers who did not 
care to engage in a battle for the pay of labor- 
ing men. 

The dispute about the rightof the Toledo 
Road to cross the Lansing track in extending 
its line is not a new one. The case was brought 
into court and appealed. It is now pending on 
appeal to the Circuit Court. Both sides appear 
to be preparing fer more active hostilities, and 
it is feared more serious trouble will occur 
within the ensuing twenty-four bours. 

Derrort, Mich., Jan. 4.—The trouble at 
Howell grows out of an attempt of the Toledo, 
Ann Arbor & Northern to cross the track of 
the Detroit, Lansing & Northern. The former 
wished to cross at the foot of a heavy grade. 
General Manager Mulliken offered ‘permission 
for the rival company to cross under the track 
if nt would put in an iron bridge and stone abut- 
ments.

Trom a tug and they failed. Towle refused to 
clese it until paid, so the company called in the 
Government.

The Rev. Dr. R. G. Hirsch said that the spell 
of the name of Moses Mendelssohn was a 
potent magnet and that posterity can better 
judge of the real vaiue of the services he 
rendered than can the present generation. 
Mendelssohn had labcred for the people of his 
race in an age of darkn but an undéreur- 
rent of great moral strength ran through bis 
wonderful individuality; his ideas were con 
secrated by hie love for the whole buman race, 
but more particularly for the Jewish and Ger- 
man races. If he was known as the Luther of 
the Jews he wat also the second Luther 
of the Germans, for, the speaker said, 
the typical Jews and Germans are alike at the 
core, identical in most respects, and both anx- 
ious to read the mysteries of the universe: 
both without dogmas. Both Were inspired by 
an ideal home-life surrounded by their chil 
dren. The theories of Darwin and Huaiey may 
easily be assimiiated by Jews and Germans in 
their ideas of man as the representative of in- 
tellectual development. For 400 years the 
Jews had been crushed beneath the iron heel 
of despotism; they had lost their language and 
adopted a mixture of Hebrew, Polish, and 
German, but when Mendelssohn raised his 
voice he became the morning light of reform; 
he showed them that their language was elastic 
and enough to express the noblest 
thougats and loftiest sentiments that lips can 
utte?. To the Jew and the German is intrust- 
ed the ideal trensures of the world; they are 
the samé in their affinity of thought and bave 
many shining lights in medicine, law, and In- 
erature. ,

delssobn, rendered by Mr. Clarence Bddy and 
Mrs. May Pbheenix-Oameron, who sang But 
the Lord Is Mindful of His Own” and “I Hear 
a Small Bird Calling.”

Little Light Thrown Upon the 
Crouch Murders by the Hol- 
comb Trial 


Capt. Byron Crouch Contributes a New 
Chapter to the Record of a 
Bloody Crime, 


He Tells of His Financial Transactions 
with His Father Dan Holoomb 
Testifies 


HIt1sDALeE, Mich., Jan. 4.—[Special.]—The 
Hoicomb trial was resumed at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon. A. J. Reeves was the first witness, 
and his testimony was mainly corroborative of 
that given by Detective Gunn, who, de said, 
bad general charge of the case and to whom 
he reported frequently. On cross-examination 
be said he wrote two letters to the prosecuting 
attorney asking bim to examine the testimony 
Gunn and himself bad gathered against one 
Sbermun and others; that be looked for evi 
dence against Henry Ho oomb and Jud Crouch 
at first until he became satisfied there was 
none against them. He got his pay from 
Gunn. 

Capt. Byron Crouch was recalled, and in au- 
swer to a question said be did not agree to pay 
his sister (Eunice White) anything for her in- 
terest in his deceased brother's estate; that she 
proposed to take $25,000. His father proposed 
to take $29,000 for his interest in that estate, 
that sum to include the indebtedness of his de- 
ceased son to him, He did not accept the prop- 
osition and did not propose to until he had ex- 
amined the property and estimated its value. 
It was in lands, cattle, sheep, and borses, and 
was ih Texas and New Mexico. The Captain told 
of his movements and where he was from July 
to September, when be reached his father’s. 
He came to arrange a settlement of his broth- 
er's estate. He was asked by the prosecution 
what bis indebtedness to his father was at the 
time bis father was killed. counsel for 
the defense objertéa to it, but Capt. Crouch 
stated that so much nad been said about that 
matter that he desired to tell the whole matter, 
and was permitted to do 80. 

FATHER AND SON. 

He stated that in 1881 he owed his father 
$38,000,for cattle sent to him and money bor- 
rowed; that he gave his father three notes for 
$18,000, $12,000, and $8,000, the latter due in 
five years and the others in 1888 and 1890. 
This was ali he owed his father. When he left 
his father in September he told nim be would 
be home again about the 20th or 25th of No- 
vomber, and in the méantime he would go to 
New Mexico and examine the estate of 
his deceased brother and on his re 
turn would tell whether he 
would accept their propositions. in the 
meantime be was to take charge of the estate, 
pay ite indebtedness, and bis father was to 
credit any advances he might make on his ac- 
count en the note first coming due. He said 
he was going to Kansas City and Ch o in 
November to attend the fat-stock shows. at 
was the reason he told his father he would be 
home at that time. 

In reply to Gov. Blair he said he did not ap- 
prove of his sister's marriage with Henry 
White and wrote her letters giving his reasons 
for opposing that marriage. Some letters were 
shown which be identified as those he had writ- 
ten to his sister Eunice. 


THOSE MISSING PAPERS. o 

On redirect examination Capt. Crouch said 
he had no knowledge of any valuable papers 
being missing from the Crouch house, but was 
told that a note given by John A. Smith to his 
father could not be found. He also stated that 
his déceased brother owed his father from 
$17,000 to 810,000, and that his estate over his 
indebtedness was worth about $20,000. Under 
the laws of Texas hie father would be entitled 
to one-half of it. The estate depreciated after 
his brother's death, principally in the sheep 
stock, which had depreciated nearly onéhaif 
in value in congequence of the reduction of the 
duty on imported fine wool, He had a power 
of attorney from all the other heirs to settle 
the estate, The instrument was shown and 
identified. He said be knew Officer Skimmoid.

DAN HOLCOMB’S TESTIMONY.

Among 
them was one deed running to Heury White, 
which w en to James White. The other 
papers w m and notes, He said 
Jud Croucl took charge of the Crouch place, 
as there was a larze amount of stock there and 
it needed care. He sent Foy to stay with Jud, 
ana he remained there until bis death, Ad- 
journed.

MR. CURTIS’ DEATH. 


HIS FRIENDS BELIEVE THAT RECEN® FINAN- 
CIAL TKOUBLES BROKE HIS BEART AND 
CAUSED HIS BRAIN TO GIVE WAY—HIS 
FAMILY LOOKS UPON HIS DROWNING AS 
ACCIDENTAL. 

“Every one who knew him has lost a friend.“ 
said Mr. De Witt H. Curtis to a Taisune ro- 
porter yesterday. He referred to his father, 
Mr. Charlies Henry Curtis, whose lifeless body 
was found floating in three feet of water be- 


tween the breakwater and the shore at the foot 


of Thirty-seventh street Sunday forenoon. 
While at first the death was thoucht to be 
due to suicide, and the police so reported it, 
the tamily refuse to entertain that idea. No 
evidence of foul play, however, was discovered 
by the police in their investigation. His finan- 
cial troubles had so preyed upon his mind that 
for the last week he had suffered from dizziness 
and great pains in the head. For two or three 
days before his death he had apparently recov- 
ered his nerves, but he still brooded over bis 
business affairs. He left his house at about 
10 o’clook Sunday morning for his usual morn- 
ing stroll. A week before he had told his 
nephew Mr. C. HA. Perkins, that be sometimes 
felt “ the floor coming up to him,” and said he 
was afraid some accident might befall bim if 
he went out for a walk or drive, It is the 
reasonable theory of the family that he went 
out upon the pier at Thirty-seventh street and 
was seized with vertigo and tell into the water. 
It was raining and the pier was very slippery. 
His umbrella was found upon the end of the 
pier. His body was discovered a few feet off 
the shore by Henry Rasmussen of No. $717 
Cottage Grove avenue, and it was taken to 
his bome in a patrol-wagon just as his 
son had started out of the house to find bim. 
At the time of his death he lived in a hand- 
some double brownstone residence at No. 2 
College place, which he duilt about a year 
ago. His widow and two children by a former 
wife survive bim. His son, Mr. De Witt H. 


Curtis, lives on Washington boulevard, and bis 
daughter is Mrs. William Adams. Her home is 
in Virginia. Coroner Hertz will bold an in- 
quest upon the remains at 10 o’cloca this morn- 
ing. The Corner’s jury will be selected from 
the following-named gentiemen, ail of whom 
have consented to serve: Philip A. Hoyne, 
Thomas 8. Wallin, Dr. Oscar C. De Wolf, C. A.

have been deferred until the arrival of his 
daughter from Virginia. 

Mr. Curtis was born in England in 1812 and 
came to America*when a lad. While a young 
man he kept a botel at Oxford, near Bing- 
hamton, N. F., and came to Chicago in 1837 
and engaged in the cattle business. He se- 
cured an immensely profitable contract in the 
coustruction of the Lilnois & Michigan Canal. 
Later he ran three meat markets in different 
sections of the city, and invested largely in 
real estate. In 1862 he had a distillery at 
Twenty-fourth street and South Park avenue. 
He was the owner of the property upon which 
the Downer & Bemis brewery now stands, and 
at one time was a partner in the brewery. He 
also became associated with Mr. Bemis in sev- 
eral other enterprises, and at. the time 
of his death was engaged in the malting 
business with Mr. Bemis at the corner of Bliss 
street and Hickory avenue. He became the 
owner of a large distillery at Quincy before the 
War, nad an immense stock of whisky on 
hand when the tax on new whisky went up 50 
cents per gallon. This added about $500,000 to 
the value of his stock. He lost considerabie 
money during the panic of 1873 in the failure 
of eleven out of thirteen enterprises, of which 
be was the financial backer. At one time be 
made a profit of $47,000 on Puliman car stock 
in two weeks’ time. He was a director of the 
Third National Bank, and lost about $80,000 by 
it, and a year or so later lost somewhat by the 
failure of the grocery house of W. T. Allen & 
Co. 


Mr. DeWitt Curtis stated that his father’s lia- 
bility in the Cheltenham Beach Improvement 
Company's indebtedness was $49,462.96, al- 
though bis loss was very much greater. He 
bad subscribed for one-quarter of the 
$200,000 capital stock of the company, but had 
advanced in addition, either in money or in- 
dorsement of the company's paper, nearly 
$200,000. The suits which had so distressed 
his father were for claims against the company 
which his father bad indorsed, and which, after 
begun by P. Almint, the decorator, bad been 
followed by those of others. He had no fauit 
to find with these creditors; they had simply 
resorted to legal means to recover money due 
them, although be was certain that, had those 
suits not been brought, his tather would be 
still alive, and weil, and prosperous. 

Mr. Frederic Ullman, attorney for the Chel- 
tenbam Beach Improvement Company, stated 
to a TRIBUNS reporter that the company’s in- 
debtedness was about $125,000; its property 
comprised between sixty-five and seventy acres 
of jana, which, with the improvements upon it 
and without the enormous pavilion erected 
upon it by the company, was worth fully $2,000 
per acre, so there need have been no concern 
upon the part of the creditors. He had known 
Mr. Curtis in connection with the company. 
Mr. Curtis bad always bad the greatest faith in 
the company and its euterprise and bad ad- 
vanced bis money freely to carry out me pro- 
jected improvements. When the anticipated 
profits of the enterprise failed to materialize 
Mr. Curtis seemed to accept everything in good 
nature, but moment suits were brought 
against it he seemea very sorely distressed, 
und apparently brooded over the imputations 

his credit to such an extent as to 
weaken his intellect. He bad always regarded 
Mr. Curtis as the very soul of honor. The first 
of the suits brought against the company were 
by P. Almini, a decorator, who bad a claim 
for $2,000 for work done upon the pavilion. 
Mr. Curtis bad indorsed this claim. Mr. Almini 
first sued the company and got judgment; he 
then sued Mr. Curtis and got judgment; be 
next filed a mechanic's lien upon the pavilion; 
then caused to be issued an execution against 
some 2 property at Quincy owned by 
Mr. Curtis, which is now advertised for sale 
under the execution; and last Wednesday ne 
filed a creditor’s bill against the company and 
also one t Mr. Curtis. It was the filing of 
the creditor’s bill which had probably been the 
last straw which broke down Mr. Curtis. 
That misfortunes never come singly was exem-

The Council met last evening, Ald. Bond in 
the chair. 

As the yeas and nays were not taken Thurs- 
Gay night on the ordinance providing for the 
opening of Randolph, Washmgton, Madison, 
Van Buren, and Hurrison streets, ana Lake Park 
place fo the lake shore, Ald. Colvin moved to 
reconsider the vote by which it was passed, and 
this was done. Ald. Simons wanted it referred 
to the Corporation Counsel for an opinion.

rden Frey sets forth that the daily average

Commissioner Cregier, speaking yesterday of 
the suggestion of Postmaster Judd that streets 
running north, say from Madison, should have 
different names from those running soutn, said 
it was revolutionary and the people would not 
tolerate it.

FIGHTING A BATTLE O’ER, 


GEN. POPE AND THE SECOND BATTLE OF 
BULL RUN—INTERESTING SKETCHES OF 
LEADING OFFICERS IN THE POTOMAO 
ARMY. 

Gen. Pope contributes to the Century Maga- 
gine for January an exceedingly interesting 
article on the second battie of Bull Run, which 
was a desperate two days’ fight. Gen. Pope 
dwelis with emphasis on the view that Lee, in 
risking at that time the loss of Richmond for 
the chance of capturing Washington, was act- 
ing not only boldly, but with good hope of 
success, while he says that he himself had been 
assigned to a duty in the nature of a forlorn 
hope.” He still insists, as be did at the time, 
that McClellan, if forced to retreat from the 
Chickahominy, should have withdrawn north- 
east, “in the direction of Hanover Court- 


House,” and in no event further south 
than the White House on the Pamun- 
key, whereas the tus change of 
base to Harrison's Landing left the entire force 
of the enemy between Pope's army and MeClel- 
lan’s and exposed Washington to capture. It 
need bardiy be said, also, that Gen. Pope 
shows very clearly that Gen. rorter failed to 
give him proper support on the battle-fieid at 
critical moments. He shows that by his con- 
stant movement, incessant watchfulness, and 
hazardous skirmishes and battles Lee was 
““emba sed and delayed in bis adyance up- 
til the arfiy of Gen. McClelian was at length 
assembled for the defense of Washington.”’ In 
short, Gen. Pope reflects that, though the Por- 
ter controversy is deeply inwrought in his 
campaign, it is not the whole of that campaign; 
and that, though he suffered a defeat, it was a 
deleat inflicted by the forces of his enemy's 
best Generals. 

Gen. Pope intersperses some personal sketcb- 
es of leadmg men that he met in the East. 
This is the account be gives of his first im- 
pressions of Secretary Stauton: 

He was sbort and stout. His long beard, which 
hung over bis breast, was slightly tinged with gray 
even at that time, and he had the appearance of a 
man who had lost much sleep and was tired both 
in body and mind. Certainly, with his large eye- 
glasses and rather disheveled appearance, his pres- 
ence was not imposing. Although he was very 
kind and civil to me, his manner was abrupt and 
his speech short and rather dictatorial. He en- 
tered at once On the business in hand, seemingly 
without the least idea that any one should object 
to or be reluctant to agree to his views and pur- 
poses. He was surprised—and, it seemed to me, 
not well pleased-—that I did not assent to his plans 
with effusion. tg 

Gen Pope says of Gen. ö and Gen. 
Banks that it would have been hard to find 
officers more faithful to their duty oF more 
deeply interested in the success of the army, 
and that to the former his gratitude is espe- 
cially aue. Gen. Porter be saw for the first 
—.— Aug. 27, two days before the action of the 


He appeared to mea most gentiemaniike man, 
ot a soldierly and striking appearance. i had but 
little conversation with nim, as I was engaged, as 
be was, in writing telegrams. He seemed to me 
to exhibit a listlesness and indifference not quite 
natural under the circumstances, Which, however, 
it is not unusual for men to assume in the midst of 
dangers and difficulties, merely to impress one 
with their superior coolness. 

Hooker, when Pope last before saw bim, had 
been a very bandsome young man, with florid 
compiexion and fair bair, and with a figure 
agile and graceful’”’: 

As I saw him that afternoon on his white horse, 
riding in rear of his line of battle and close up to 
it, with the excitement of battle in his eyes, and 
that gallant and chivalric appearance which he al- 
ways presented under fire, | was strack with ad- 
miration. Asacorps commander, with his whole 
force operating under his own eye, it is much to 
doubted whether Hooker had a superior in the 
army. 

To Reno, that most accomplished and loyal 
soldier,“ who was killed at South Mountain, 
Gen. Pope pays a warm tribute: 

From first to last in this campaign he was always 
cheerful and ready; anxious to anticipate if pos- 
sible and prompt to execute with all his might the 
orders he received. He was short in stature and 
upright in person, and with a face and manner so 
bright and engaging at all times, but most es- 
pecially noticeabie in the fury of battle, that it was 
both a pleasure and a comfort to see bim. 
Had he lived to see the end of the War, he would 
undoubtedly have obtained one of the highest if 
not the very highest position in the army. His 
superior abilities were unqudstioned, and if he 
lacked one single element that goes to make a 
perfect soldier, certainly it was not discovered 
before his death. 

Of Gen. R. C. Schenck it is said that “a more 
gallant ana devoted soldier never lived, and to 
bis presence and the fearless exposure Of his 
person during these attacks is largely due the 
protracted resistance of this brigade.“ 
Tower is described as a man of very superior 
abilities, zealous, and full of spirit and Glan. 
who would probably have risen much higher 
but for the severe wound he received in this 
campaign, disabling bim from further service. 

Gen. John Buford, who, then a Major in the 
Inspector General's Department, was appoint- 
ed a Brigadier-General and assigned to Gen. 
Pope for service, at the latter's personal solic- 
itation, is eulogized for fine judgment and 
splendid courage, and for his quiet dignity, 
covering a fiery spirit and a military sagacity 
as far reaching as it was accurate. 

Kearny and Stevens were both killed in this 
campaign. The former is thus drawn: 

Tall and lithe in figure, with a most expressive 
and mobile countenance, end a manner which in- 
spired confidence and zealinall under his com- 
mand, no one could fail to admire his chivairic 
bearing and bis supreme courage. He was 
a great and most accomplished soldier. 

Stevens was short and rather stout, with a 
swarthy complexion and very bright dark 
eyes. He was a man of very superior abilities 
and of marked skill and courage, and bad he 
lived might have been among the foremost 
officers of the War.” Gen. Pope denies ever 
having used that famous phrase: ** Headquar- 
ters in the saddle, which is said to have fur- 
nished Gen. R. E. Lee with his only military 
joke. Indeed, Gen. Pope protests that he him- 
self heard that same joke, when a cadet at 
West Point, applied then to Gen. W. J. Worth.

A Thrilling Story of Perilous Advent- 
ure in the Great Cypress 
Swamp. 


Braining a Swarm of Alligators and the 
Odds of Four Persons Against 
One. 


New York Sun: I had been employed by the 
Great Improvement & Reclaim Company of 
Mobile to explore and map certain lands in 
Florida lying well down onthe edge of the 
great Cypress Swamp. The company had pur- 
chased nearly 1,000,000 acres of wild land in 
the location I bave mentioned, and it was 
necessary for some one to visit it and walk 
over most of the ground before it could be put 
into market in the manner contemplated. I 
bad been on the ground three weeks, having 
two men with me, when the adventure hap- 
pened which I am about to relate, 

One mornmg the three of us left our camp 
beside one of the lakes on the Upper St. John's 
for a tramp, intending to return by erening. 
While I made notes and kept the topog- 
raphy the men noted the varieties of 
woods, nature of the soil, and other de- 
tails of interest. On three different occa- 
sions we nad encountered white men in the 
dense and lonely forest, and knew from their 
looks and surroundings that they were rene- 
gades from civilization. Twice we had stum- 
bled upon rude camps occupied by negroes, 
and they were a tough-looking lot. 

We had traveled a distance of perbaps three 
miles when I was stung on the back of the 
right band by an insect resembiing a hornet, 
although much larger. In fifteen minutes the 
pain brought me toa halt, and my hand was 
swollen like a puff-ball. After a consultation 
it was decided that I should return to camp, 
and the men would pusb on by compass and 
cover a certain area, and come in toward night, 
Before I bad covered the distance to camp I 
was near screaming out with the pain, and my 
arm was puffing up with the poison. 

There was aremedy in the medicine-chest, 
but it was a full hour before the pain was re- 
lieved. Then I began to feel sleepy, and I 
bunked down and was soon fast asleep. At 
about noon, after a nap of two hours, I was 
awakened by the sound of a human voice, 

“Say, youl” 

I opened my eyes to find a white renegade 
standing over me, holdimg one of my revolvers 
in his hand. 

“Git up!“ 

I sat up. All our goods in camp had been 
packed up and taken away. The man who con- 
tronted me was the wickedest-looking feliow 
we had yet met in the swamps. His hair and 
whiskers were so long and unkempt that little 
of his face except bis ugiy black eyes and yel- 
low teeth could be seen. His clothing was part 
cloth and part skins, and it was plain that he 
had avoided civilization for years.

The Eight-Hour Committee of the Trades 
Union Assembly has a number of ‘members 
known to the public as intelligent, candid, 
and well-meaning men, but it is apparent 
from their recent report that they have not 
thought out fully the problem they suppose 
they have solved. Tur Cmicaco TRIBUNE 
would gladly codperate in any feasible move- 
ment to secure more comfort, compensation, 
and leisure for the working classes, but un- 
fortunately the eight-hour doctrine, as now 
advocated, appears to rest largely on the old 
prejudice against Inbor-saving machinery and 
on the deceptive theory that one class of the 
community can benefit itself at the expense 
of another without injury to the whole. In 
its report the committee says: 

The reduction of the hours of labor to eight 
would necessarily give employment to one-fifth 
more persons, and in localities such as Chicago 
would have the effect of giving every person 
employment that desired it, thus addmg to the 
eontentment and wealth of this community. 
We believe that the condition of the working 
people as a class and the condition of society 
as a whole would be benefited by the reduction 
of the hours of labor to eight, giving the wage- 
workers better opportunities for education and 
for physical and mental improvement. The 
vast improvement mace during the last twene 
ty-five years in labor-saving machinery has not 
benefited labor in the same proportion as it 
should nave done. It has thrown out ot em- 
ployment many thousands of people eact year 
throughout the country, and yet the hours of 
labor continue y much the same as before 
the invention laoor-saving machinery. The 
array of the unemployed is constantly increas- 
ing in the same that improved ma- 
chinery is deing introduced.

have a population of over 50,000,.or at the 
very utmost 75,000. Without labor-saving 
transportation and improved farm-machinery 
the Northwest would be thinly peopled with 
a poor agricultural population who would 
furnash little demand for manufactured arti- 
cles. Owing torailroad and steam transporta- 
tion and the improved methods of sowing, cul- 
tivating, harvesting, and thrashing, the agri- 
cujtural class has more than quadrupled its 
producing and consuming powers, and has 
thus furnished the market that has built up 
and sustained manufacturing centres which 
could not otherwise exist. Counting its im- 
mediate suburbs Chicago has more than 700,- 
000 people, nine-tenths of whom could not 
find a subsistence here but for the labor-say- 
ing machinery introduced in the last fifty 
year If restricted to man and horse power 
the Northwest would today be a poor, miser- 
able country, with a scanty, ill-sustained pop- 
ulation, All else it owes to the labor-saving 
devices which the trades unionists mistakenly 

Labor-saving machinery on the farms pro- 
duced the increased demand for manufact- 
ured articles by enabling the farmers to buy, 
and in the towns it furhished the means of 
supply, thus building up cities and giving 
employment to hundreds of thousands. As 
goods decreased in price the farmers bought 
more, and hence followed increased employ- 
ment and greater amounts of money in 
wages to the manufacturing class. Nothing 
is better established than that labor-saving 
machines as a whole give employment to

The eight-hour doctrine would reverse the. 
principle under which manufacturing indus- 
tries have been built up with such extraor- 
dinary rapidity in this country, and particu- 
larly in the Northwest. If ten hours’ pay 
must be given for eight hours“ work the cost 
of goods must be accordingly enhanced and 
the market restricted, It the consumers must 
pay higher prices in order to make up the 
larger wages they will certainly buy a less 
quantity, and thus demand will fall off. The 
Chicago manufacturer must, of course, mark 
up his goods se as to cover the increased price 
of labor, but this will expose him to ruinous 
competition with other cities or foreign coun- 
tries. Nor is it apparent how the workmen 
themselves can avoid such competition. Im- 
migrants from Europe will swarm into any 
American city or State where the legal 
standard is ten hours’ pay for eight hours’ 
work, and the ranks of the unemployed will 
be vastly swollen very quickly. How is it 
possible to enforce the eight-hour rule for 
ten hours’ pay without putting up the cost of 
goods and new buildings so as to lessen the 
demand and increase rents, and at the same 
time expose our workmen and manufacturers 
to ruinous foreign competition ? 

If the Trades Assembly Committee will 
consider this matter thoroly and patiently 
they must be convinced that the true plan for 
improving the condition of the workman is to 
enhance the purchasing power of his wages 
by methods of eodperation to reduce waste, 
abridge the profits of middlemen, and make 
money go further. This can be accomplished 
without exposing workmen or manufacturers 
to disastrous competition by new hordes of 
immigrants and without diminishing the de- 
mand, which is the life-blood of every manu- 


facturing industry. J 


PARVONING MORMON CONVICTS. 

A Washington telegram says that New- 
Year’s Day the President pardoned a large 
number of convicted criminals, and among 
the other rogues turned loose on the com- 
munity were “‘ninety-eight Mormons who 
were convicted under the Edmunds law.“ It 
seems incredible that the President has en- 
gaged in the wholesale pardon of convicted 
polygamists, but the dispatch in question 
professes to recite simply the facts shown by 
the official record, and its statements have 
not been questioned or contradicted. If the 
President has pardoned one-half, one-fourth, 
or one-tenth of the number alleged he has 
been guilty of an indefensible act and given 
the lie direct to the lofty professions set 


forth in his message, in which he urged . 


Congress to resort to heroie measures to 
stamp out polygamy. It would require ex- 
traordinary circumstances to justify the par- 
don of a single polygamist who had been 
properly and legally convicted. 

The enforcement of the Edmunds law in 
Utah has been attended with great difficulty 
and expense, but if after courts and juries 
perform their duties and the guilty are 
lodged in jail the President intervenes to ar- 
rest the sentence and release the convicts it 
would be simply idle to make any further 
efforts to stamp out polygamy until Mr. 
Cleveland’s term has expired. Why should 
grand juries indict, petit juries convict, and 
Judges sentence the polygamists if the Presi- 
dent is to annul the entire proceedings and 
by means of executive pardons turn the 
rascals out” as fast as they are sent to jail? 
It would be better to save time, expense, and 
trouble by allowing the law to remain a 
dead letter: It the law is to be nullified it 
would be more seemly to have it done by 
some other official than the President of the 
United States. 

Pardoning Mormon convicts right in the 
teeth of the declarations made in the mes- 
sage may be esteemed another of the ex- 
traordinary contrasts between the President's 
preaching and his practice. The severe anti- 
polygamy portions of the message are gen- 
erally believed to have been written by the 
President's sister, Miss Rose Elizabeth Cleve 
land, but Mr. Cleveland adopted them, made 
them his own, and is bound to govern his of- 
ficial actions accordingly. Why should he 
allow Miss Rose Elizabeth to denounce 
polygamy in the message while he uses the 
powers of his office to set guilty polygamists 
free and will not permit the law to take its 
course? Certainly it can make very little 
difference to the Mormons who writes the 
message if the President himself is willing 
to supply pardons for the guilty. They will 
surely be content to have the President’s 
sistér rail at polygamy in the annual message 
if Mr. Cleveland will keep his pardon mill 
in good order and give the crank a turn 
whenever requested. a 

Denouncing polygamy and pardoning po- 
lygamists is on a level with the President's 
course in praising civil-service reform while 
he gathers in the spoils, Mr. Cleveland is 
like the preacher who-pointed his flock to the 
straight and narrow way, but took the path 
of dalliance himself. He preaches reform 
loudly, but in practice confines himself to the 
needs of the Democracy, and will not deny 
pardons even ‘to the Mormons, who are all 
Democrats, and, like Mr. Cleveland, firm be- 
lievers in State sovereignty, home rule,” 
and local self-government,” and hence en- 
titled te the cordial consideration of a Dem- 
ceratic President, anything in the annual 
message to the contrary notwithstanding. 


ANOTHER BRITISH DILEMA. 

Our cable news of yesterday contained a 
lamentable picture of the distress to which 
some important lines of trade have been re- 
duced by American competition. Large num- 
bers of the flour millers have emigrated to 
Germany, having sold out at a loss at home, 
the millers of Galway axe in deep penury for 
the reason that they cannot work successfuliy 
againat the sellers of flour from the United 
States, and the makers of jute bags in the 
same county have been obliged to close up 
because bags from this side are offered 
more cheaply than they ¢an be made 
there. And it would seem that the 
distress will soon be intensified by an- 
other fact that has not yet begun to 
operate. The miiling industry in the British 
Isles has been able to survive out competi- 
tion thus far chiefly because the offal is more | 
valuable for feeding there than with us and 
the sending of it thither did not pay on ac- 
count of its bulk. But it is now said that 
the experiments instituted severai years ago 
with the object of compressing bran have at 
last been crowned with success. If this be 
really so our bran will be sent over there in 


such large quantities as to take away from | 


the British miller his last coigne of vantage

But 
there is little rocm to hope that the problem 
can be solved in that way. It might have 
been possible a few years ago, before the ex- 
tension of the suffrage placed in the hands of 
the workers the real power to decide for or 
against the adoption of such a policy, As 
meaning dearer bread they would undoubt- 
edly oppose it to the uttermost, even if the 
offer were accompanied by the proposal to 
admit wheat and fiour from the British colo- 
nies free of duty other than that demanded 
for the inaintenance of the ports. The whole 
situation points with unerring certainty to the 
abolition of the landholding power as an 
aristocracy in the British Isles, a throwing 
away of the mantle which has hitherto in- 
vested its members with a sanctity supposed 
to be second only to the divine rights of 
Kings, and an opening up of the real-estate in- 
terest of those islands to a competition such 
as exists elsewhere, the current value of the 
thing being determined by what it is worth 
inanopen market, irrespective of titular 
distinctions or royal fiefs. 7 


DECADENCE OF THE FRENCH RE- 
PUBLIC. 

The statement contained in a recent for- 
eign dispatch that France is on the verge of 
financial, political, and moral bankruptey 
does not exaggerate the situation. The coun- 
try is eaten up with taxation and almost sub- 
merged in debt. The political situation is so 
desperate that among all her apparently brill- 
iant politicians not one can be found who 
does not hesitate to form a Ministry. M. 
Grévy has been reéleeted. President, chiefly 
because being a ae the . he is not 


objectionable to anygof the factions. The 
moral status is sufficiéntly indicated by the 
statement that nearly two-fifths of the births 
are illegitimate and that the population of the 
Republic is no longer inereasing. 

The Paris special correspondent of the 
London Times in a.recent letter throws some 
light upon the causes which have conspired 
against French prosperity. One of these 
causes is the creation of an army of office- 
holders who are, devouring the substance of 
the people. The 600 Deputies (Congress- 
men) are constantly drawing upon the public 
exchequer to keep themselves in office by 
putting all their friends in office and multi- 
plying places for them. There are tens of 
thousands of officeholders whose places 
are mere sinecures. It has been stated 
by another authority that there are at least 
100,000 officeholders in Franee who have 
nothing to do except to eat up the revenue. 
Thousands of miles of unprofitable railways 
have been built by the State costing $500,- 
000,000. From $150,000,000 to $175,000,000 
has been expended on new schoolhouses, 
most of Which were not needed. Hundreds 
of millions more have been squandered upon 
public improvements to furnish labor to Com- 
munlsts and keep them quiet. The mad 
craving for distant colonies during the last 
two or three years has cost France $150,- 
000,000, not to speak of the large sacrifice of 
human life by cholera, fever, and wounds, 
and for this immense sum she has not yet ob- 
tained a firm foothold in either Tonquin or 
Madagascar, the combined trade of which 
with all Europe amounts to less than 
$2,000,000 per annum, or about 1 per cent of 
the expense. 

Then come the two erushing burdens—the 
enormous standing army, consisting of 550,- 
*000 men, 3,000 guns, and 140,000 horses, the 
whole costing $180,000,000 of taxes a year to 
maintain: and the troncilad navy, on which 
$50,000,000 a year is spent in the vain ex- 
pectation of rivaling the fleets of Britain. 

For all these extravagances what has France 
to show? Six hundred thousand non-produ- 
cers in the army and navy; useless railroads 
without traffic and consequently run at a loss; 
Asiatic colonies only partially conquered and 
having no trade worth the outlay devoted to 
securing it; property which by reason of 
taxes it is almost impossible to sell; utter 
stagnation of business on the bourse; a ter- 
rible shrinkage in railway stocks; a floating 
debt of $800,000,000 and constantly increas- 
ing, representing money which has been ab- 
solutely flung away; a public funded debt, 
the highest ever known in any country; and 
every department and every commune with 
its future morigaged. As to agricaltural 
prospects the Times’ correspondent says: 

So far the State. If we cast our eyes round 
on the situation of agriculture and industry, 
the prospect is not more cheering. Owing to 
phe competition from America, Australia, and 

ndia, French farming has been less profitable 
of late years, the diminution being partly due 
to the fact that labor bas not yet been re- 
placed in France by machinery to the same 
extent as in Engiand. The extreme subdivis- 
ion of land also makes its working more diffi- 
cult. But the small landowner by bis extreme 
sobriety and thriftiness manages wore or less 
to live upon his land; for him good years and 
bad years mean only more or less savings. He 
grudges himself all luxury. But it is different 
with the larger landowner, or farmer. He bas 
been used to a different style of living, and to 
him the absence of prcfit is absolute ruin. In 
vain bas he turned from wheat to sugar—beet- 
root sugar is sold for less than ft costs to make. 
In despair be was driven to turn his land into 
grass-farmimg and cattie-growing. But meat 


bas become @ drug in the market, and live cat- 
tle have dropped 30 per cent in value. 


All this insatiable and ruinous extrava- 
gance is in the nature of a bribe to the elect- 
ors, but how long will it take the electors to 
find that ultimately they must pay these 
bribes themselves? And when they make this 
discovery, as some of them are now doing, 
when they find themselves confronted with 
commercial and financial ruin, how long will 
the Republic last? Evidently some step 
must be taken at once or they will find them- 
selves in chaos. 

A century ago the French came to the 
assistance of the American people and helped 
them throw off the yoke of Great Britain. 
Without taking into account that the French 
were paying off old revenges against the En- 
glish, the Americans have never forgotten 
that they sent them money, arms, munitions, 
ah army, and a fleet at a time when they 
were hard pressed and their struggle seemed 
desperate; and from that time to this 
they have regarded France with nothing 
but grateful feelings and the warmest friend- 
ship. They sympathized with her people in 
all their efforts to establish a Republic, and 
on their third and last attempt joyfully of- 
fered the right hand of fellowship. They 
hate shown their good-will in practical form 
by their friendly visits, by cordial affiliation, 
thize with them in their present tréubles, 


way cannot be said, of course, but it is ex- 


national ailments. It is not too late for 


them to save their Republic; at least, it is 
not too late for them to take advice from a 


friendly nation. France is now maintaining 


a standing army ot half a million men, strip- 
ping herself of the labor which she so much 
needs, with the insane expectation that some 
day she can be strong enough to attack Ger- 
many and recover the lost German prov- 
inces. She is spending innumerable millions 
of money tpon the construction of an iron- 
clad fleet and naval works so that she can 
menace England, If she is wise she will 
disband that army of “‘ revanche” to corre- 
spond with her actual needs, sell half her 
ironclads to whomsoever will buy them, and 
keep only as many as are necessary for the 
protection of her commerce, and leave the 
supremacy on land to Germany and on water 
to England. She is in no more danger of 


attack from the European Powers, so long as 


she minds her own business, than we are. 

She should abandon her insane colonizing 
experiments and keep her money at home for 

her own development. She does not need 

these Asiatic colonies for their trade, as their 
commerce is not worth having. She does 
not need them as outlets for an overflow of 
population, as her population is not increas- 
ing. She should discharge at once the myr- 
iads of useless officeholders who are eating 

up the revenues and doing nothing in return. 

She should quit wasting money on public im- 
provements for the support of Communists; 

and, over all and above all, she should ‘re- 
form her. morals, which are pow frightfully 
rotten. No nation which carries under a thin 
venéer of politeness such a seething mass of 
immorality can expect to prosper. It can 

only end in oonstautly-inereasing weakness, 

rapid decadence, and speedy ruin. Unless 

some changes of this kind are made at once 

the days of the third French Republic are 

numbered. 


Tus New-Year’s gift which Queen Vic- 
toria made to her subjects in the proclama- 
tion announcing the annexation of Upper 
Burmah was a very rich and pretty one, and 
did not cost much trouble in the acquisition. 
A pleasant sail up the Irrawaddy and a com- 
paratively bloodless campaign of a furtnight’s 
duration, and Burmah tunibled into her lap 
like a ripe apple, with all its belongings ex- 
cept the sacred white elephant, who expired 
before he could be turned over among Thee- 
baw’s assets. 

In securing this rich province the British 
Empire gains, 200,000 square miles ot terri- 
tory, 3,500,000 new subjects, who will be in 
charge of the Viceroy of India, and a rich 
and profitable trade, capabie of large devel- 
opment. As an offset, the Empire takes upon 
itself the burden of governing and protect- 
ing Burmah from the raids of very ugly and 
ungovernable neighbors. The trade with 
Burmah and the new trade to be developed 
with Southwestern China will richly pay her, 
however, for any trouble she may have with 
the adjacent predatory tribes in the Shan 
States. She will now devote herself at once 
to securing that trade which has hitherto 
gone southward to Tonquin and Annam, and 
to this end has already projected a railroad 
across Burmah to Yunnan and sent commis- 
sioners to atrange alow tariff system with 
China. ' . 

While Great Britain makes no pretensions 
other than those of a commercial character in 
the annexation of Burmah, and while these 
may be selfish in themselves, the whole world 
will congratulate her on the acquisition she 
has made. Under her rule the Burmese will 
be infinitly better off than they have been 
under the domination of their brutal King, 
and they will exchange his savage customs 
for the more peaceful and orderly methods 
of civilization.. It will be a happy New Year 
for Burmah in contrast with the years through 
which she has suffered, and from this poiiit 
of view no one will question the manner in 
which the English have absorbed the country. 


SPURRED on by the sharp censure of the 
grand jury the Mayor has at last set the police 
to work arresting doggerykeepers whose dens 
are found open after 12 Oelock midnight, 
and quite a number were taken in yesterday 
and fined. Thisis all very well as far as it 
goes. Itshows that neither the Mayor nor 
the police have any difficulty in discovering 
violators of the law when a grand jury gets 
after them and public sentiment demands 
performance of their sworn duty. It is no 
particular credit to the Mayor or the police 
that these men have been arrested. They 


should’ have been arrested loug ago. Tt will |, 


be still less creditable to the Mayor and 
police if this is to be only a-spasm of 
virtue on their part. Several times during 
Mayor Harrisop’s Administrations, when he 
has been punched up to his duties by the 
public press and popular sentiment, he has 
raided doggeries and. gambiing-houses with 
great determination at the outset, and left 
the impression that at last law was to be re- 
spected and lawbreakers punished. But 
in every instance his Honor has weak- 
ened after a day or two of virtuous endeavor. 
He tires easily. Encouraged by the failure, 
the lawbreakers become more rampant than 
ever. We hope on this occasion he has en- 
listed for the war. In any event, THe Trin-

MATAMORAS, Mex., Jan. 4.—Telegraphic 
orders were received here Saturday evening 
from President Dias directing what Sefior 
Yturia, te candidate approved by 
the State Legislature, be immediately seated 
as Mayor. In eonformance with this order 
Yturia and bis associates repaired to the city- 
hal today to take the oath of office and assume 
the city government. Arriving at that place 
they found Torres, the defeated candi- 
date, in possession, supported by about 
400 followere, The Yturia. party retired. 
Later in the day fifty ranchers favorable 
to Yturia came to the town well armed 
and determined to take a hand in 
the matter, They were dispersed .by a 
detachment of cavalry.

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FRANCE. 
M. DE FREYCINET CONCLUDES TO FORM A 
CABINET—HI8 POLICY. 

Panis, Jan. 4.—M. de Freycinet has con- 
cluded to form a new Cabinet and is now en- 
gaged in the task of selecting the members. 
Several members of the late Ministry will ac- 
cept portfolios in the Cabinet of M. de Frey- 
cinet. itis probable that the only new Minis- 
ters will be M. Constans as Minister of tne In- 
terior, M. Spuller as Minister of Pubiic In- 
straction, and Gen. Davour as Minister of 
War. M. de Freyeinet's program includes re- 
form of the budget, reform of the Adminis- 
tration, and the organization of a system of 
government in Annam and Tonquin, reducing 
the protectorate to the smallest necessary 
limits, 

The following will probably be the new 
Cabinet:

[After several days of coquetting M. de Freyci- 
net has consented to form a French Cabinet. He 
is now tr years of age. He received his profes- 
sional training in the Polytechnic School, and, 
after graduating in 1848, was employed in various 
government engineering enterprises for several 
years. He first became prominent in politics in 
1868. After the revolution of Sept. 4, 1870, he was 
appointed Prefect of his department. Meanwhile 
he had attracted the favorabie attention of Gam- 
betta, and when that statesman, the 10th of Octo- 
ber following, took possession in the provinces uf 
the office of Minister of War, he appointed 
De Freycinet as his delegate, ‘and m- 
trusted him with the supreme control of that de- 
partment. With the conclusion of peace De Frey- 
cinet retired to private life, but emerged again in 
1876, when he was elected Senator by the Depart- 
ment ofthe Seine, bis name heading the list of 
successful candidates. This term expired in 1882. 
When the Dufaure Ministry was formed in 1877 he 
accepted the portfolio of Public Works. May 8, 
1878, he was honored by an election as member of 
the Academy of Natural Sciences to succeed M. de 
Bussy. his writings on water supply, sewage, and 
engineering wWiuning for him this distine- 
tion. He continved in the office of Min- 
ister of Public 
formed by M. Waddington, Feb. <4, 1879. 
After M. Grévy had suceeeded Marshal MacMabon 
as President of the Republic at the close of that 
year he was appointed President of tne Council to 
succeed M. Waddington, and selected the portfolio 
of Foreign Affairs. Sept. 19, 1680, in consequence 
of the difficulties relative to the execution of the 
decrees against unauthorized religious orders,, he 
resigned, and Jules Ferry was intrusted with the 
formation of a new Cabinet. In January. 1682, 
Gambetta’s Ministry was overthrown On the scru- 
tin de liste proposal by a majority in the Chamber 
of 505 to 110. De Freycinet was then recalied to 
power and again took the Presidency of the 
council ana the foreign portfolio. His reign, how- 
ever, was brief. July 29 following his proposals 
for safeguarding the Suez Canal were rejected by a 
majority of 416 to 75, and he at once resigned, con- 
tending that as the Chamber had declared in the 
plainest possible terms against intervention in 
Egypt ne did not care to occupy & position in 
which he would be compelled to be @ passive spec- 
tator of Engiand’s action. Streuuous efforts were 
made by President Grévy to inauce him to with- 
draw hie fresignation, but without effect, and 
finally, after much difficulty, a Ministry of Affairs 
was formed with Duclere at ite head. When 
the Ferry Ministry was overthrown in March, 1885, 
De Freycinet vuiniy trieti to form a Cabinet. Fin- 
ally M. Brisson a@ecepted the task. and De Freyci- 
net was named as Minister of Foreigu Affairs. De 
Freycinet has been lovked uptoas the guide, 
philosopher, and friend of the moderate Republic- 
ans and the legitimate successor of Gambetta. He 
is the author of a large number of scientifie and 
technical works which have passed through many 
editions and been translated into neariy every 
known language. } 


A dispatch from Tamatave, dated Dec. 20, 
says: The treaty of peace between France 
and Madagascar, it is reported, cedes territory 
to France, surrenders the northwest ports 
which France originally claimed, and gives the 
French Government supremacy over the for- 
eiga relations of Madagascar.

The city 
was gayly decorated with bunting in honor of 
the King’s return. The municipal authorities 
presented an address to the King assuring him 
of their loyalty. 


BRITISH NEWS. 
SIR JOHN MACDONALD BANQUETED—THE 
GRAIN. TRADE. 

Loupon, Jan. 4.—The St. George's Club of 
London gave a grand banquet this evening to 
Sir John Macdonald, the Canadian Premier. 
Sir John in a speech referred in terms of warm 
praise to the present friendly relations existing 
between Canada and the United States and En- 
giand. He defended the French-Canadtans 
against the charges of disloyalty that had been 
made against them, saying they were peace- 
able and orderly citizens, and were averse to 
the rabid democracy of France. 

The Mark Lane Erpress in its review of the 
British grain trade during the last week says: 

The land is very wet. The growing crops appear 
remarkably well.

Today the wheat 
trade was miserably dull, and prices favored buy- 
ers. Flour was in poor request and cheaper. 
American corn was firm, with more inquiry. Bar- 
ley Was steady. 


MAD-DOG BITTEN PEOPLE. 
ANOTHEK NEW JERSEY LAD INOCULATED 
BY M. PASTEUR. 


PARIS, Jan. 4.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Cable 
to The Tribune. — Another dog-bitten citizen 
of New Jersey—Edward Bucklin, 15 years of 
age—arrived today at the laboratory in the 
Rue d' Ulm and received his first inoculation at 
half-past 11. He makes the sixth American 
treated by M. Pasteur. up to date. 
Kaufmann is doing weil, and M. Pasteur says 
be may start for bome Saturday. Sattler now 
says be doesn’t want to be inoculated. 

While M. Pasteur was supervising the inocu- 
lations today two telegrams were handed to 
him. ‘Tearing one of them open be exclaimed, 
“It’s from Amerioa!’’ It proved to be from 
the Prosident of the Pasteur Institute in New 
Vork and asked if M. Pasteur would receive a 
medical man who knew French to study in bis 
Jaboratory and learn his methods. As M. Pas- 
teur banded me the telegram he said: 

These gentiemen are in too much of a hur- 
ry.. It is premature to attempt anything yet. 
Wait until we see how the cases already treated 
turn out. Wait until we see how the Newark 
children get along. Wait at least until March, 
when the series of experiments already com- 
menced will enable me to make known facts and 
data much more specific and led than auy- 
thing yet published. Of cOurse I feel very 
much flattered to hear that Americans have 
thought fit to give my name to the institute, 
butin the pure interest of science delay is 
needed, as everything so far is merely experi- 
mental,” 

Iasked: “What answer shall you send?” 

M. Pasteur replied: “I shall telegraph: 
Vous alles trop vite.“ 

M. Pasteur then opened the second dispatch 
from a farmer at Aire-sur-L/ Adour, in tne De- 
partment of the Landes, announce that a 
mad shepherd's dog bad attacked him and six- 
ty cows, biting a very large number of the lat- 
ter. The dog, which was nndoubtedly mad, 
was killed. The farmer begged M. Pasteur or 
an assistant to come to Ale and inocculate 
the whole herd. I asked M. Pasteur: 

“How do you propose to answer this tele- 
gram?” 

M. Pasteur said: It is impossible for me 
or an assistant to go there, and as for the cows 
to come bere, it is impracticable. My laboratory, 
as.you see, is too small even to hold the score 
of patients that come here every morning, to 
say nothing of sixty cows.“ 

Five new patients then entered the labora- 
tory.

I have just seen the Holy Father taking a 


walk in the sunshine in the Vatican gardens.

THE OLD YEAR DIES WITHOUT REGRET— 
FUNERAL OF AN EMINENT LAW YER. 

Vienna, Jan. 4.—Vienna saw the old year 
die without regret. It was an evil year for 
Austria-Hungary. It diminished her prestige, 
increased her responsibilities, and left ber as 
a legacy the threat of another great European 
war. But the Viennese are a light-hearted 
race. Their past troubles are forgotten, and 
already the future is being viewed through op- 
timistic spectacies. The order of the day was 
mirth and good fellowship. Politics had been 
put aside for the hour, and every one was busy 
devouring the national New-Year's dish of 
roast sucking pig with an accompaniment of 
eabbage. 

The Emperor and Empress, who as usual 
spent Christmas week in the. beautiful Castle 
ane Park of Godollo, returned to the 
few. days the New- 
Year's receptions at 
ina their short holiday der did their 
best to forget the existence of King Milan, 
and the Eastern question was rigidly tabooed 
at the imperial dinner-table. The Crown Prince 
has been away shooting. On one of. bis excur- 
sions with the Archduke Otto he snared three 
magnificent ospreys—the largest measuring 
over six feet from wing tip to wing tip. 

Whue at Godoilo the Emperor received the 
melancholy news of the death of his old and 
trusted servant, Dr. Julius Glaser, the most 
able and eloquent lawyer in Austria. Dr. 
Glaser’s funeral was celebrated bere with great 
pomp aud solemnity. All along the route to 
the cemetery lamps were lighted in token of 
national mourning, and enormous crowds lined 
the streets to see the procession pass. Th 
hearse was covered with wreaths and crosses 
of lilies, roses, and violets, and haif the celeb- 
rities in the city walked behind. In the fore- 
most rank were thé Archdukes William and 
Rainer, several Ministers, Gen. Popp rep- 
resenting the Emperor.

ALL THE WORLD AKIN, 


AN ENGLISHMAN’S ANCESTORS IN THE 

REIGN OF WILLIAM THE CONQUEROR. 
The number of a mang ancestors doubles in 
every generation as his descent is traced up- 
ward. In the first generation he reckons only 
two ancestors—his father and mother. In the 
second generation the two are converted into 
four, since he bad two grandfathers and two 
grandmothers. But each of these four bad 
two parents, and thus in the third generation 
there are found to be eight ancestors—that is, 
eight great-grandparents. In the fourth gener- 
ation the number of ancestors is sixteen; in 
the fifth, thirty-two; in the sixth, sixty-four; 
in the seventh, 128. In the tenth it 
has risen to 1,024: tf the twen- 
tieth it becomes 1,048,576; in the thirtieth no 
fewer than 1,073,741,834. To ascend no higher 
than the twenty-fourth generation we reach 
the sum of 16,777,216, which ie a great deal 
more than all the inbabitants of Great Britain 
when that generation was in existence. For, 
it we reckon a generation at thirty-three 
years, twenty-four of such will carry us back 
792 years, or to A. D. 1093, when William the 
Conqueror bad been ry in bis grave at 
Caen only six years, and son, William II., 
surnamed Rufus, was reigning over the land. 
At that time tne total number of inbabitants of 
Eugland could have been little more than 2,000,-

O. W. Potter Will Manufacture 


Coke for the North Chicago 
Rolling-Mills. 


The Ohio River Coal-Miners’ Costly 
Strike—Cigarmakers’ Wages 
to Be Reduced. 


The Pittsburg Trades Assembly Will Prov 
eoute Their Defamers — Embar- 
rassed Financiers—Items. 


Prrrsnund, Pa., Jan. 4.—({Speciai.]—The Re- 
vere Coke Company, incorporated at Harris- 
burg two weeks ago, has been a mystery to the 
coke syndicate until today, when its objects 
were divulged by one of its members, who said 
the company had purchased 1,000 acres of the 
most valuable coal land in the Connellsville 
region. The transfer was not made until to- 
day. Messrs. William H. and Joho H. McCreery 
and several other Pittsburgers are interested 
in the company. Mr. William H. MoCreery ad- 
mitted last evening that the property had been 
purchased in the interest of the North Chica- 
go Rollmg-Min Company. He declined to state 
what had been paid for the land, but it is un- 
derstood that the transaction involved over 
$250,000. The North Chicago Rolling- Mill Com- 
pany at Chicago consumes 1,000 tons of coke 
per day. This has been supplied by the Pitts- 
burg syndicate. Rumors of an advance in the 
price of coke and of the projected monopoly 
of the business by the Frick vombination led 
this company to investigate the cost of estab- 
lishing and operating a plant ot their own. 
After a careful survey of the Connells- 
ville region it was decided to buy 1,000 
acres near Uniontown. Arrangements are 
now being made to erect 700 ovens, and work 
will be commenced as soon as practicabie. The 
capacity of these ovens will be 1,000 tons of 
coke per day, and it will be shipped to Cnivago 
by way of the Baltimore & Obio Road. Ata 
recent meeting the following officers of the 
Revere Coke Company were elected: Presi- 
dent, O. W. Potter, who is now President of 
the North Chicago Rolling-Mül Company: Seo- 
retary, R.C. Hannab of Chicago; Treasurer, 
John H. MeCreery of this city. It is under- 
stood that other large consumers of coke will 
manufacture their own fuel in the event of the 
formation of a coke monopoly by the Frick 
Stangard combination. 

Pirrssura, Pa., Jan. 4.—There was a general 
resumption of work in the river coal mines to- 
day at the reduced rate. A further reduction 
in wages 1s probabie in the spring. Mine ope- 
rators assert that during the four-months’ 
strike Pittsburg has lost ‘tg prestige in the 
lower markets, and can only regain it by un- 
derbidding all competitors. It is estimated 
that the 7,000 miners engaged in the strike lost 
in wages nearly $2,000,000. The loss to the 
operators in damage to tippies, rolling-stock, 
barges, etc., by the long idleness, cannot be 
estimated. 

PirrspurG, Pa., Jan. 4.— [Special.| -- The 
Trades Assembly of this city has just taken a 
step the result of which will be regarded with 
interest both here and elsewhere. Three 
months ago the assembly ordered a boycott 
against the largest clothing establisbmeut in 
the city. The proprietors, after a vigorous 
fight, were compelled to yield, offering every 
apology and restitution which the assembly 
demanded. This occurred late Saturday night. 
When the boycott was at its higbt it is alleged 
that four men, members of the Trades As- 
sembiy, called on the firm and offer 
for a specified sum of money to lift 
the boycott. They were paid what they de- 
manded and went away. Some time after this 
the firm’ became convinced that these men bad 
acted on their own responsibility, and not by 
authority of the assembiy. When the boycott 
was raised this mutter was brought up, and the 
assembly determined to prosecute the men to 
the full extent of the law. Accordingly 
charges were preferred againt them today, and 
warrants issued for their arrest. By taking 
this course to insure honorabie dealings among 
its own members, and to punish them for in- 
fractions of the law, it is thought the Trades 
Assembly will greatly promote its interests and 
strengthen its bold upon the community. It 
16 the first case of the kind that has been pros- 
ecuted here. 

Pirrspure, Pa., Jan. 4.—During the last 
week there has been a general falling off in 
coke shipments. The supply bus exceeded the 
demand. This is attributable to the closing 
down of many of the large steel-rail mills in 
the country. At these mills repairs are usual- 
ly made about the first of the year. It is prob- 
able that ali will start up in a few weeks. in 
view of the fallm off in demand the coke 
sy adicate today decided to restrict the produc- 
tion 16% per cent. The ovens will only be 
operated five days per week until the demand 
increases.

see New York, Chicago, Boston, 
St. Louis, and Philadelphia, and these 
cities only, constitute the league circuit 
for next season.

Grundiing & Senmidt, wholesale jewelers in 


Chicago, whereby be succeeded that concern 
in the trade under the firm name of J. 8. Gratz

original firm. News was received today in this 
city that Gratz had sold out bis stock at, it is 
ciaimed, excessively low flaures, and city 
jewelers are uneasy as to the outcome. Adoiph 
Shakman & Co., wholesale jeweiers of Chicago, 
are said to have been the purchasera. 
Déring the short time he was in the 
jewelry business Gratz, it is claimed, worked 
up a line of credit to the amount of $40,000, 
and owes New York creditors for goods deliv- 
ered in the vicinity of $25,000 of this amount. 
The latter bave, itis understood, sent instruc 
tuons to Chicago to investigate the matter, and 
in case their suspicions are true to bave bim 
arrested upon a charge of obtaining goods 
under false pretenses. Gratz claimed when be 
began business that he bad bought out Grund- 
ling & Schmidt for $15,000 in vash and gave 
more or less satisfactory guarantees 
of honest inventions. The New York 
jewelers’ beard of trade, however, which 
bas been investigating his methods of late, 
sent out a circular to its members Dec. 21 cau- 
tioning manufactureys in this city to be care- 
fui in their dealings with bis firm. In spite of 
this two or three New York concerns are said 
to bave recently extended him credit for from 
$3,000 to $5,000 each. William Smith & Co., 
Louis Strasburger & Co., and several other 
Maiden iane firms are reported as among the 
losers by Gratz's transactions. . 


Joseph Lowenbach, Mr. Sbakman's partner, 
was seen at his residence, No. 2978 Prairie ave- 
nue. He said that his firm made a bona fide 
purchase of the stock of Gratz & Co. Dec. 31, 
for $9,000 cash, and it was removed the tollow- 
ing day to their store.

ASSASINATED. 


JULIUS BOSSILIER, A PROMINENT GERMAN 
CITIZEN OF PASO DEL NORTE, FOULLY 
MURDERED BY BURGLARS. J. 

PASO DEL Norte, Mex., Jan. 4.—( Special. |— 
About 8 o’clook tonight it became known that 
Julius Bossilier, a prominent German of this 
city, had been assasinated. Bossilier, in con- 
nection with bis partner, Roberts, con- 
ducted an extensive brewery and flouring 
mili near the Mexican Central Railway depot.

The assasins are au to have come from 
the American side of the Rio Grande, and to- 
night all avenues of escape from Paso del 
Norte are closely guarded.

Thousands of Street-Oar Drivers Probably 
Will Go Outs Today—George Free- 
man's Wife. 


New York, Jan. 4.—/|Special.|—The mem- 
bers of the Cigarmakers’ International Union 
went today to their various shops, and wherever 
the reduced rates of wages were enforced the 
men did not resist, but temporarily accepted 
the terms under protest until the majority of 
the local unions-throughout the country shall 
have decided what action shall be taken. 
The union's central office in this city sent tele- 
graphic dispatches to all the unions in the 
country to bold meetings as soon as possible to 
consider this matter, and answers from all or 
from most points are expected within a few 
days. The cigarmakers in this city feel 
confident that a strike will be decided upon to 
resist these reductions. The International 
Union bas over $70,000 as a strike fund, and 
will be able to support for a long time those of 
its members who may be called out without 
appealing to other labor organizations for aid. 
The members of the Cigarmakers’ Progressive 
Union, it is said, will also go on a strike as 
soon as the Internationals do, if not sooner, 
- the two unions wiil codperate in the strug- 
gie. 

TOO LOW CHURCH FOR THEM.

Carro, III., Jan. 2.—[{Special Correspond- 
ence. |—The press excursionists are thus far on 
their return from one of the most instructive 
and pleasant trips they ever enjoyed. This is 
the unanimous opinion of the entire party. As 
their names and residences appeared in THE 
Tninusm the morning aftér they left for the 
South, they need not be tepeiited bere. To 
Col. Doman, the leader ot the party, every- 
where and alway# at his post of duty, the com- 
pany were entnugiastic in their thanks and ad- 
miration, and the management of the Illinois 
Central was all that could be desired. It was 
decidedly flattering to our vanity as Chicagoans 
to see on the mile-posts way down in Missis- 
sipp! and Louislana 80 many miles to Chica- 
ro.“ 

Of the hearty welcome a¢cordéd by the man- 
agers of the exposition at the St. Charies and 
by Gov. McEnery at thé expositioh Tan Ta- 
UNE Wiis informed by telegraph. To say that 
it was hearty, generous, and unbounded but 
poorly represents the cordial greetings every- 
where bestowed. 

Monday afternoon and Tuesday were de- 
voted to an inspection of the exbibits of the 
different States and Territories. What follows 
is merely a general statement, for a special de- 
scription of the wonderful products would re- 
quiré more space than THE TRIBUNE would 
care to surrender. 
value of its products, no State exceiled Louisi- 
ana. Not merely did the exhibit of sugar, cot- 
ton, and rice attract great attention, but its 
samples of cereals, fruits, sult, and woous 
give assurance of great wealth and substantial 
prosperity. Capital and people are all that is 
needed to make Louisiana in wealth and power 
one of the very first States in the Union. In 


these respects there is a steady and very satis- 


factory growth. To gofrom the frozen North 
toa land where the violet and the verbena, 
the rose and the cameliia are blooming in the 
greatest profusion, in the short spage of thirty- 
six hours, in a car whose good cheer and whose 
comfort equal one’s own home, gives one 


some idea of the vast extent and the varied re- 


sources of our own great courtry. 


THE GREAT SOUTHWEST. 

Arkansas, 80 littie known to most of us, un- 
der the genial guidance of Gen. McRea, 
showed a most instructive exhibit.' A journey 
across it from Texarkana to St. Louis gives no 
promise Of the great resoarces of the State. 
Por most of the way the road runs along a low, 
flat, wooded section, while to the east and west 
are high lands of the greatest beauty and rich- 
ness. This is abundantiy shown by ber splen- 
did cereals, fruits, and other farm products. 
The fruite were really spiendid, and, were it 
not for the embargo of freigbt tariffs, would 
rival the best in the Chieago market. The ex- 
tent and variety of animal products, the ele- 
gant exhibit from the forests, and tiie bandi- 
work of the people, show that Arkansas is rap- 
idly coming to the front among the leading 
States. 

And there is Texas, great in extent, in 
wealth, and in the value and variety of its re- 
sources. It 10 really an empire in itself, for 
almost anything that can enrich and bless a 
people is produced in abundance. 


ILLINOIS’ PROGRESS. 

Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, Minnesota, and Mis- 
souri are all represented with fine exhibits. 
The model farm of Ulinois as it existed fifty 
years ago, with its log houses, primitive peo- 
ple, and ox-teams, with Indians watching from 
the bluffa, is a work of great labor, and shows 
better than any description can the sources 
of the industries that bare made Iumois in 
haif a century the fourth State in the Union. 
And what sball we say of Arizona, New Mex- 
ico, Colorado. Wyoming, Montana, Nevada, 
California,and Oregon, where the mountains are 
ribbed with silver and whose valieys and quartz 
ledges &re Spangled with gold. The world 
cannot match thesé wonderful exhibits. And 
yet in vegetables, cereals, animal products, and 
fruits they have most ereditab e and in some 
cases unequaled specimens. Even Nevada has 
a table of elegant apples and other fruits—a 
result thought to be utterly impossible when 
the writer was first there twenty-five years ago. 

But here this brief and imperfect epitome of 
the exhibition must stop. maln hall 
covers thirty-three acres, and its eontents must 
be studied in detail for an indefinit time to be 
appreciated. One can gain here in a single 
week a better knowledge of a State, or of the 

and Territories there represented, than 
by a yeur’s visit and hundreds of dollars spent 
in veling expenses, It is believed that aii 
the members of the party will earnesily advise 
their readers to escape from the cold blasts and 
blizzards of the North in January, February, 
and Marob, and spend their time amid the 
flowers of New Orieans and its surroundings, 
and in studyimg the beauties and the wonders 
of the great National Exposition. For please 
ure, recreation, and instruction they cannot 
possibly be better employed. 

A TRIP TO THE GULF. 

Wednesday the party were ali invited on 
board the good steamer Jesse H. Bell for a trip 
to the Gulf of Mexieo. The river is one vast 
body of water, not much more than a mile 
widé, but over 100 feet deep, till it branches off 
in several channels to the gulf. At the head 
of the South Pass wing-dams are thrown out 
to increase a larger flow of water, giving a 
good, stiff current. The pass is thirteen miies 
long, with a narrow strip of land on either 
side. At the gulf end of these the jetties 
begin, formed with two rows of piles 
on each side, with brush between. These ex- 
tend out into deep water, afid thus far, at 
least, have accomplishea the purpose. It was 


* feared by many that where the stream met the 


waters of the gulf a bar would soon be 
formed, but it is said that the sediment is car- 
ried by a current westward. Of course the 
jetties can be exténded should that become 
necessary: but as yet no signs of that have 
deen made evident. A tug took the party 
away out into the gulf, where the waves made 
it lively for us all. We bad ocular proof of 
the success of the work, for a large New York 
steamer, heavily laden, went out with us, and 
there were some thirty Océan vessels waiting 
just above the jetties for orders and a cargo; 
of course they would have to go up to the city 


for that. 
A SUGAR PLANTATION, 


On our way down, forty-cight miles below 
New Orleans, we stopped at tne Magnolia plan- 
tation, owned by ex-Gov. Warmoth, formeriy 
of Illinois. He received us with great courtesy 
and showed us the entire of making 
sugar. As this is one of the best and most ex- 
tensive plantations of the South, a brief de- 
scription of it will not be out of place. The 
plantation Is ou the right bank Of the river and 
has 1,000 acres of cane in eultivation. The 
work is done thoroughly with two sets of En- 
glish steam plows, 100 men, and 90 mules. The 
annual crop is from 1,450,000 to 1,850,000 
pounds of sugar and 1,500 barreis of molasses. 
The improvements in Grainage are Very large. 
Canals thirty feet wide and eight feet deep 
form the reservoir into which the ditches carry 
the water from the fields. These ditches are 
aug every balf acre apart, and run from the 
front to the canal, twenty-four acres long. 
There are fifteen miles of roads, and wherever 
the road crosses a ditch there is a tile bridge. 
ot which there are 650 on the plantation. A 
drain-wheel thirty feet in diameter throws the 
water out of the canals at the rate of 100 tons 
per minute. Five thousand orange trees grown 
on fifty acres of land are one of the attractions 
and sources of profit to the piantation. 

The improvements in the sugar house 80 re- 
cently erected, and which bave done so much 
to increase the yield of sugar, are, first, a 
shedder which tears the cane to shreds before 
it goes to the strong, five-roller mill. By this 
improvement the juice extracted bas been in- 
creased from 68 to 80 per cent, and has in- 
creased the yield from 140 te 175 pourids.

GRAIN AND FLOUR STOCKS, 


BRADSTREET’S QUARTERLY VISIBLE-SUP- 
PLY REPORTS—BNORMOUS STOCKS OF 
WHAT HELD IN THE NORTHWEST. 
Bradstreet’s, Jan, 2: The heavy increase in 

the total visible supply of wheat, Indian corn, 

oats, rye, barley, and of wheat flour since Oct. 

1, as reported to Bradstreet’s and given below, 

will cause no special surprise. It has already 

become a matter for considerable doubt 

whether the surplus wheat carried over July 1, 

1885, was not underestimated, If it was the de- 

creased exports within six months Will readily 

explain heavy accumulation of stocks at pri- 
mary and secondary storage points. The receipts 
of wheat at eight interior points of accumula- 
uon since harvest (July 26, 1885) have amount- 


ed to but 38,680,000 bushels, as compared with 
69,288,000 Dushels in a like portion of 1884, 
when the crop was exceptionally e Ke 
ceipts of Indian corn were 40,022,000 bushels, 
against $6,718,000 bushels, an increase of 11 


= 


being 28,754,000 bushels, as compared with 29,- 
174,000 bushels: those of barley were larger, 
11,448,000 bushels, againet 9,213,000 Dusheis, 
and those of rye were considerably smaller, 
1,930,000, as compared with 3,252,000 in the lat- 
ter halt of 1884. Receipts of corn and oats 
have been about an average within four years; 
those of wheat and rye have bee about 30 per 
cent under an average, while barley receipts 
wore at the full. The decline in receipts of 
wheat flour at the points and within the period 
named is 700,000 barrels, or 3,618,000 barrels, 
about 84 per cent of an avarage for four years 
past. 

The approximate total Atlantie coast export 
of wheat from July 1, 1885, to date is 12,700,000 
bushels, against 35,600,000 bushels in the latter 
halt of 1884, a decline ot 22,900,000 busbels in 
six months. The aggregate of Indian corn ex- 
ports has been 20,860,000 busheis, against 10,- 
670,000 bushels in the latter half of 1884, a gain 
of neariy 10,200,000 bushels. The Atlantic

It wili thus be noted that 31.000 
000 Dushels decline in reoeipts of wheat 
at eight primary markets and the 23. 
000, exforts will 
part of “the increased 
visible supply. There has been an 
increase of fully 7,000,000 bushels of wheat in 
store in railway elevators in Minnesota, Dako- 
ta, and Wisconsin since July 1. The value of 
these considerations is in their gomg far to- 
ward suggesting that the greater part of the 
visible supply increase since July 1 consists of 
surplus last year's wheat, as well as reduced 
exports. The visible supply of wheat from 
July 1, 1884, to Jan, I. 18856—Bradstreet’s report 
—increased nearly 34,000,000 bushels, or, aliow- 
ing for possible discrepancies, at least about 
30,000,000 busheis. During the last six months 
the increased visible supply bas not been 
above 21,000,000 bushels, though starting July 
1 last 22,000,000 bushels larger than July 1, 
1884. It will de seen from this chat the 
excessively heavy visible supply which is now 
supposed to burden the domestic market owes 
its bump to accretions received during the pre- 
vious erop year rather than to that which bas 
but half elapsed. The visible supply of Indian 
corn declined from July 1. 1884, te Jan. 1, 1885, 
from 7,900,000 to 5,200,000 busnels. This year 
it has increased, following the t crops on 
record, from 6,800,000 bushels July 1, 1885, to 
8,203,000 bushels to date. The visible supply 
of wheat flour has increased over 50 per cent 
within three months last past. The check to 
exports nearly equals the decrease in receipts 
at all leading primary points. 

The visible supply report for Saturday, Dec. 
26, notes a decline in the volume on hand, the 
first of the kind since September. The inter- 
ence has been made that from this date on- 
ward through to the close of the current cereal 
year the mountain of wheat in sight will con- 
tinue to crumble. 

The addition to the visible supply of wheat 
from July until January has during 1885 been 
the smallest for three years, nearly 13,000,000 
busbels less than in the latter half of 1884 and 
about 1,000,000 busbels less than in a like por- 
tion of 1883. In ition to this, the visible 
supply of flour h actually declined within 
six. months, as against an increase of over 
500,000 barrels in the latter halt of 1884. With 
exports from the Atlantic coast equal to those 
of a like portion of last year, the Visibie sup- 
ply of wheat would de smaller now than on 
July 1 iast.

The evidence showed that he had broken into 
the window of a grocery-store at No. 210 Wells 
street the night before and bad taken away 4& 
pottle of whisky.

CHICAGO MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

Dr. D. R. Brower read a paper on The Er- 
febts ot Cocaine on the Central Nervous Sys- 
tem” before the Chicago Medical Society last 
evening. It was based on the recent case of 
Dr. Bradley, and was a reiteration of views ex- 
pressed at the time it occurred. Dr. Earle 
read an interesting paper on opium-smoking, 
that there are many popular 
apprehbe concerning this vice. There 
are 2,000,000 opium-smokers in Chima, or 
less than two-thirds of 1 per cent of 
the population—not so great a proportion as 
people generally believed. In Chicago he 
held that there were less than 200 habitual 
opium smokers, and these in every case were 
dissolute members of society. He said that all 
the talk about elegantly- dressed, respectable 
women being driven to opium dens in their 
carriages to hit the pipe’ was mere rubbish. 
The symptoms characterizing the recovery 
from the effects of a smoke were similar to 
but less severe than those ia opium eating. 
Opium smoking bad no particularly barmful 
effects physically, but it resulted in moral and 
mental wreck—all opium smokers being liars. 
Legisigtion against the smoking of opium bad 
been very successful in Nevada, and the police 
here had done much to check the habit. He 
contended that itis a vice and not a disease, 
and that opium smokers do not care to reform. 


NAILS HARD TO BOYCOTT. 

THE DECREE PRONOUNCED AGAINST THE 
CALUMET IRON & STEEL COMPANY L- 
LY TO PROVE INEFFECTUAL 
The Boycotting Committee of the Trade and 

Labor Assembly recommended Sunday that 

the screws be applied from today to the Calu- 

met Iron & Steel Company's forge at Cum- 
mings. It will be remembered that the nail- 
makers who belonged to the union went out in 

June, and that Dec. 2 a number of non-union 

men were putto work at this plant. 

Yesterday a TRIBUNE reporter called upon 
Mr. R. H. Lewis, the new General Manager of 
the Calumet Company, who assumed control 
Jan. 1, and who expressed himself as not de- 
strous of discussing the situation ip view of 
the fact that he was a new element in the man- 
agement. Atthe time the union men went 
out there were 134 machines running full time, 
and in December seven machines were started 
up and the number of men and 
machines are being daily increased. 
The company fail to see how they can be boy- 
dotted, because they make a standard cut and 


shaped nail, such as is manufactured by the 
other makers of the Western association. 
Nails are put up in kegs, uponsthe head of 
which is the trademark and brand of the 
maker, but as there is no symbol or mark upon 
the nail itself the nails may be sold under some 
other brand by simply transferring them to 
other kegs. There are many jobbers and re- 
tailers now carrying boycoited nails who not 
only find an easy market for them but are 
daily repien:shing their stocks from boycotted 
firm

* How are they going to boycott us?“ asked 
Mr. Lewis. They might agree to boycott the 
weather or the Chicago River, but the latter 
would at least find an outlet somewhere. I can 
understand how a corner grocery, butcher- 
shop, or upothecary’s could be boycotted by 
people living in the vicinity, but 1 fail to see 
how they can impede our sales.“ 

Mr. Spencer of Hibbard, Bartlett & Spencer 

said: This action does not bear any more sig- 
f nificance than one grain of sand on the sea- 
shore. We are sellimg Calumet nails, and shall 
} continue to buy them as long as the price is 
1 right.” ‘ 
Mr. A. F. Seeberger of the late firm of See- 
‘berger, Breaker & Co. said: The boycott 
might affect the city trade a little in keg lots. 
but those who sell at third band would have no 
means of knowing whose nails they were 
handling after they had been dumped out of 
the kegs. We shall buy all the Caiumet nails 
we require.” 

Other jobbers, such as William Blair & Co. 
and Keith, Benbam & Dezendorf, thought that 
the threat of boyoott was a vain one. 

The reporter next called upon someof the 
largest dealers, and learned from Mr. Bliss. of 
Kellogg. Johnson & Bliss, that the boycott 
would prove ineffectual. **‘ We don't want to 
antagonize the workmen,” said Mr. Bliss, but 
we shall continue to buy the product of the 
Calumet plant, and I think that there are lots 
of contractors who would kick a workman off 
a seventh-story scaffold who refused to drive 
the nails he provided for them, whether they 
were Calumet or Iroquois nails.“ 

Mr. Orr, of Orr & Lockett, said: “ We are on 
neutral ground, dealing directly with the con- 
sumers of nails, but I really do not see how it 
is possible to boycott a standard nail. If I 
wanted an extra $10,000 worth of nails tomor- 
row and could buy them cheaply enough to pay 
for the trouble of transferring from Calumet 
kegs to some other I should do so—that would 
be business, you know. Standard nails are all 
alike in cut, sbape, and quality, and no man 
can tell the difference. Carpenters might boy- 
cott my firm, for example, but they cannot 
boycott a standard nail factory.“ 

In the Western Nail Association are thirty- 
three firms, whose plants are in Illinois, Obio, 
Indiana, West Virginia, and in the Pittsburg 
district of Pennsylvania. 


THE GOVERNMENT BUILDING. 
MR. JUDD VINDICATED—FIGURES ON POST- 
OFFICE BUSINESS FORK DECEMBER. 

Postmaster Judd yesterday received a letter 
from Commissioner Eaton of the Civil-Service 
Commission in reply to a letter addressea him 
by Mr. Judd with regard to the accueation tel- 
egraphed here from Washington that Mr. Judd, 
in furnishing the amendments to the civil- 
service rules, was guilty of a breach of confi- 
dence. The letter deciares the statement ridic- 
ulous, and its writer expresses astonis pment 
that any one should“ regard an amendment 
made by the President to the civit-service rules 
as a secret Or a Matter that any one could 
wish to conceal. * Might as well try to hide 
the Revised Statutes, writes Commissioner 
Eaton, as the rules of the civil service ufter 
their promulgation.” 

During the month of December there were 
sixty-seven special messengers employed at a 
monthly average compensation of $8.84 each. 
During the month they made a total of 8,690 
trips and delivered a total of 6,771 letters. 
There were 6,368 letters received from abroad, 
1.040 local letters received, and 1,405 letters 
maiied to distant points. The sum of $276.40 
was received ior special-deiivery stamps dur- 
ing the period mentioned. The sales of post- 
are-stamps, vostal-cards, nowspaper and peri- 
odical stamps, stamped envelopes, and news- 
paper Wrappers for the month of December, 
1885, aggregated $181,066. There were $6,406 
postal-notes issued and $119,883 postal-notes 
paid at the office in this city during the month 
of December last, in addition to $88,465 comes 
tic money-orders issuea and $705,575 domestic 
money-orders paid, and $51,490 international 
money-orders issued and $15,688 paid. The 
Postmaster’s deposits amounted to $987,775, 
and $240,000 was remitted to New York.

THE UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT 8U8- 
TAINS THE FINDING OF THE LOWER 
COURTS IN THE CASE OF HERMANN PHES-

One of 


the best agents on the Illinois Midland is sta-
